SWINE ERYSIPELAS 


Usual Among Young Pigs During 


Spring, Summer Or Fall 
Swine Erysipelas has for many 
years been one of the most important 
diseases affecting swine tn Conti 
nental Europe and the British Isles 
It made its appearance on this con 


tinent about 1921 and since that time 
has become very prevalent in’ this 
province, Swine of all ages are sus- 


ceptible 
of swine 


but as a rule, outbreaks 
erysipelas are confined to 


pigs under six months of age. It is 
more common during the spring, 
summer and fall, but may occur at 
any season of the year 


The cause of swine erysipelas is an 
organism known as the erysipelothrix 
rhusiopathae, It is very resistant to 
adverse conditions and has been 
known to live in the soil or putrify 


ing material for many months, This 
is important in dealing with out 
breaks of this disease Since the 
organism can live in the soil, the in 
fection tends to recur in succeeding 
litters of pigs. It is also known that 
this germ may be harboured in the 
bodies of apparently healthy swine, 
These animals act as carriers and 
may transmit the infection when 


placed in contact with healthy pigs 
The disease is thought to be spread 
by healthy hogs consuming food or 
water which has become contaminated 
by discharges from diseased animals, 
Symptoms, Symptoms displayed by 
pigs affected with this disease are 
varied and are usually deseribed as 
acute, chronic, and skin types. In 
the acute type the onset is sudden 
and animals may be found dead with- 
out any previous symptoms being 
noted. In the common type, several 
pigs may be found sick with tempera 


tures ranging from 105 to 106 de 
grees They may eat and are active 
when disturbed Later they refuse 
food, Dullne jerky breathing, with 


vomiting and constipation are often 
observed, Tender swellings may dt 
velop on the legs, and the animals 
appear stiff when forced to exercise 
Pigs suffering from the acute type 
may die in a few days; others may 
recover While others 
show «a gradual improvement and 
lapse into the ehronic form, 

Skin Type. From twenty four to 
forty-eight hours after the onset of 
the disease, irregular red or purple 
patches, which are neither swollen 
nor tender, may be seen in the lighter 
parts of the skin These patches 
vary in size from 1 to 1!, inches in 
diameter, and they are roughly 
diamond shaped the name commonly 
given to this type of swine erysipelas

pig, injected under the skin. This 
dose should be repeated every 12 to 


24 hours until improvement is noted. 
This serum can also be used to give 
immediate protection to healthy 


swine which have been exposed to 
outbreaks of this disease; a 10 to 
20 ce dose, according to the size of 
the pig, should be used. In the treat- 
ment of the chronic forms of erysip- 
elas, the antiserum has proved of 
little value and is not recommended, 

Prevention, On premises where 
swine erysipelas has been known to 
exist, it is wise to protect young pigs 
by the following method, Inject each 


pig When one week of age with 10 ce 
of anti swine erysipelas serum, 5 ce 
on each side behind the elbow, This 
dose should be repeated in thirty 
days. This method is effective during 
the life of the average pig. Smaller 
doses of anti swine erysipelas serum 
are frequently recommended for the 
prevention of swine erysipelas in 
baby pigs, but doses of less than 10 
ce have not proven very satisfactory, 

On premises where the disease has 
been known to exist, healthy swine 
away from contami 
nated houses, pens and pastures. 
Swine known to have been infected 
should not be kept for breeding pur- 
poses, Contaminated houses, pens, 
ete,, should be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected,

HE more the peoples of the 

there is of misunderstanding, 
of safe and economical air transport 
in post-war peace and friendship 
tion produced by war needs will, we }

It is fully realized in Britain that! 
unless the world is able to regulate 
its international air transport on lines 
giving reasonable freedom of facili- 
ties, and unless air transport itself 
operates to greater standards of 
safety and economy, we shall not see 
a considerable development of air 
travel for some years, 

Safe and regular services from Bri 
tain to many parts of the world by 
night and day will be ensured, but the 
unknown factor of the moment is 
the cost-—-either to the individual or 
to the State and on this depends to 
a large extent the number of people 
whé will be able to visit each other's 
country freely. When this difficulty 
is resolved, then nothing but good 
should result from the increased use 
of air transport and the resulting 
ability to see each other's problems 
at first hand and embark on new, 
projects of mutual interest. 

Clearly, the policy of the United 
Nations will be to encourage this 
state of affairs as far as possible 
throughout the world.

THE FARMER'S INCOME 


We hear a good deal of discussion 
these days about the fact that the 
sale of Canadian farm products has 
increased by 28% over the preceding 
year. Many are jumping to the 
conclusion that because of this our

farmers are 25% better off than 
they were. 

This is a complete fallacy, It is 
true that with agricultural prices 


now up to the 1913-14 ‘parity’ 
level our farming families are some- 
what better off than they were in 
1939, but additional gross ineome 
is not a proper yardstick to use io 
measuring the farmer's welfare, for 
the simple reason that to produce 
this additional gross income, many 
more animals have bad to be kept 
and fed. These additional animals 
rejuire greatly increased expendi- 
tures, so that the only benefit that 
comes to the farmer from the in- 
creased gross income is the net 
profit that is left after paying all the 
heavy extra production expenses, 
This additional net profit will be 
found to be only a comparatively 
small sum, 

It must never be forgotten, too, 
that the costs which farmers have 
to pay for production have steadily 
increased from the start of this war, 
and that farmers, unlike industrial 
labour, receive no Dominion bonus 
to make up for their additional costs 
of living and production,

Appeal for Men who can 
Be Spared from Farms 


Under the Dominion-Proviocial 
Farm Labor Program ao appeal is 
being made for men who can be 
spared from the farms during the 
winter months, for work in other 
essential industries. The need in 
industries such as logging, lumber. 
ing, mining, fishing, packing plants 
aod track maintenance is acute, and 
in order to meet the requirements 
in these industries, farmers and 
farm workers, who can be spared 
from the farms during the slack 
season, are being asked to take 
employment outside of agriculture, 

Only men who can be spared 
from the farms will be accepted for 
employment in other industries, and 
to guard against essential men 
leaving the tarm, the approval of 
the District Agriculturist or Local 
Labor Representative is required 
before the worker is directed to 
other work, As further assurance 
that the tara worker will be avail. 
able for the 1944 production cam- 
paign, his permit to engage in 
another occupation outside of agri- 
culture will automatically expire on 
March 31st, 1944, 

When a farm worker of military 
age secures temporary employment 
ny an essential industry outside ot 
wricullure, pursuant to a permit 
National Sclective Service, 
-uch temporary employment wil 
not interfere with his postponement 
as a tarm worker, However, the 
worker must notify the War Mobil- 
ization Board of his change of ad- 
dress and employment,

Calories are units of measurement 
used by 
potential energy values of foods and 


nutritionists to express the 


the energy requirements of the hu 


man body Calories have nothing to 
do with food classifications, such as 
proteins fats or carbohydrates ol 
with vitamin 

The number of calories needed each 
day vary according to age, sex and 


character of employment, from 900 
calories needed by an infant up to 
1H00 needed by men engaged in very 
active work Adults of beth sexe 
regardless of activity, should never 
have less than 2500 calories per day 

There are great differences in the 
calorie values of different foods, But 
ter ranks highest, with 3875 calories 
to the pound Biscuits and soda 
crackers Come next with 1976 to the 
pound, with cheese ranking third at 
1670 calories to the pound, The low 
est of all is spinach, which has only 
110 calories to the pound 

There is unquestionably a 
scientific basis for the 
popularity of crac kers and cheese 
This simple diet buttered — soda 
crackers with cheese, contains the 
three food items that are at the top 
of the calorie list 

The high calorie value of biscuits 
and crackers is due to the wheat
